“On motion of Mr. S. P. Frisselle 
(Fresno), seconded by Mr. Holmes Bis- 
hop (Orange), it was unanimously 
voted that affiliates of the Associated 
Farmers of California shall not accept 
for membership any man who is not 
willing to pay a fair wage to his em- 
ployees in accordance with the prevail- 
ing wage in the community.” 

Colonel Garrison also announced As- 
sociated Farmers had written Gover- 
nor Merriam requesting funds for the 
State Department of Industrial Rela- 
tions be increased so that state in- 
spectors might properly enforce sani- 
tary conditions in labor camps in Cali- 
fornia.
